My 
arms looked like pipe cleaners and 
I was so skinny I could have hid 
behind a pencil. If the people who 
run those muscle building ads ever 
needed a model for their ‘before’ pic- 
tures, I could have been it.” 

Chris grew up in a small town in 
Yugoslavia and spent most of his 
youth learning to be a musician.

I 
think both you guys are tremendous 
wrestlers. You’re both rough. 
You're both vicious. You both can 
tear anybody apart. But don’t do it 
to each other. Save your energy for 
somebody who’s worth it. Somebody 
who’s worth destroying. Come on. 
Stop this feud. You'll only destroy 
each other.” 

It didn’t work. Vachon’s pleas 
were falling on deaf ears. Kowalski 
and Jonathan were out to get each 
other. And that was that. 

Killer wanted Don’s head ona 


platter. But after those remarks by 
Kowalski, Jonathan decided he 
didn’t need Kowalski as a friend 
either. 

‘*Y ou don’t trust anything I say,” 
Don said. ‘‘You think I turned 
against you. You don’t believe me. 
You hate my guts. Okay. You want 
a battle? Ill give you a battle. Your 
last battle!’ 

It may have been a terrible thing 
to happen to two friends. But it was 
a tremendous thing to happen to 
wrestling fans. 

Here were two of the biggest, 
meanest bad guys getting set to tear 
each other apart. It had to be a delight 
to watch. It just had to be great. 

Kowalski, was madder than hell.

EVEN-TEN!”’ screamed an en- 

raged Toru Tanaka at the top 
of his lungs. 

“*Seven-ten! Seven-ten! No three- 
five! Seven-ten!”’ 

His eyes bulged out of their sock- 
ets. Flecks of foam appeared at the 
corners of his mouth. His fingers, 
clenched into fists, would suddenly 
shoot straight out into the air indicat- 
ing the number 10. He was screaming 
so loud you could hear him in the 
balcony. He didn’t need a mi- 
crophone. 

His broken English was occasion- 
ally interrupted by a stream,of Japan- 
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ese. And you didn’t have to know 
a word of the language to know what 
he was saying wasn’t very nice. If 
looks could kill—the referee’d 
already be a corpse! 

The scene was a packed Boston 
Garden. And all eyes were on Toru 
Tanaka and his tirade against the 
referee. It threatened to develop into 
something wilder than anything that 
had taken place during the match. 
Police and security guards, gripping 
their clubs tightly, moved in towards 
the ring. Just in case. = 

Toru was mad as hell. And by now, 
sick of the abuse in two languages, 


the referee was getting equally angry. 
He was getting sick and tired of 
Tanaka’s insistence that he was 
wrong, of Toru’s constant repetition 
of ‘“‘seven-ten’’ and, most of all, of 
his unending, irritating torrent of 
Japanese curse words. 

“Okay. That’s it,’” Tanaka was 
told. ‘“That’s it. Three out of five. 
No more. Now get out of the ring 
*cause I’m not going to argue with 
you anymore!” 

The argument did not center 
around any particular hold or any 
particular fall in the six-man tag team 
match that pitted Tanaka, Mr. Fugi

and Bull Pometti against Chief Jay 
Strongbow, Sonny King and Gorilla 
Monsoon. It didn’t even concern a 
disqualification, as so many wrestler- 
referee arguments do. 

What Toru was fuming about was 
the fact that the match was over 
before it began. Or so he insisted. 
His team had lost three out of the 
five falls. The referee said that was 
it. Tanaka did not agree. 

He claimed the match ‘was sup- 
posed to be seven out of 10 falls and 
not three out of five. And he kept 
yelling until he finally realized it 
would do him no good. He then 


stormed out of the ring muttering to 
himself in Japanese, turning back 
occasionally to give the referee the 
dirtiest looks imaginable either in 
Western or Oriental Cultures. 

Tanaka, although a rough cus- 
tomer once he steps through the 
ropes, is normally a mild-mannered 
person. We’d never seen him lose his 
temper like. this before. Undoubt- 
edly, he’d have a few choice words 
to say. 

‘‘That is what is wrong with this 
country,’ Tanaka began. “‘In my 
country we are honorable. A man 
makes a bargain—he sticks to it. It

does not change when a man feels 
like it. Here there is no honor. 

‘**Let me explain. We sign contract. 

“It say ten-fall match—winning team 
must win seven. We agree. They 
agree. Is so. When we get to Boston 
Garden referee says is not so. 

‘*] have copy of contract. They 
make two copies. One in English. 
One in Japanese. My friend, Mr. 
Shibata, he interpreter at United 
Nations. Is very honorable man. Is 
with me whenever I sign contract. 
Contract very technical English. 
Very confusing. Is better for me to 
have expert English talker to trans- 
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late. Mr. Shibata translate contract 
into Japanese. I see what he writes. 
He writes 10-fall match. Must win 
seven. 

“I just stop offa promoter’s office. 
I show him Mr. Shibata’s copy of 
contract. He say is no good. He say 
only contract in English counts. I say 
*what contract say in English?’ He 
say “best three of five falls.” What 
I can say? 

*‘IT know Mr. Shibata not lie to me. 
Why he should? When Mr. Shibata 
translate that contract it read 10 falls. 
After he leave they change it. Is not 
way of honorable men. Thing like 
that never happen in Japan. Never 
happen with men of honor.”’ 

Tanaka claimed the other team 
would never have lasted more than 
five falls. Even though they were one 
fall ahead, he insists King, Strong- 
bow and Monsoon were dead tired. 
They knew they were beaten, 
Tanaka said. 

*‘During match I notice that oppo- 
nents wrestling very hard, Our team 
pacing itself. Know its 10 falls. Is 
crazy not'to pace self. I tell Mr. Fugi 
not to worry. Those guys never last. 
Then, after they win third fall, all of 
a sudden match is over.”’ 

Nobody on the other team knew 
anything about a supposed best seven 
out of 10 falls. 

*‘Who ever heard of a best seven 
out of 10 fall match?’ said Chief Jay 
Strongbow. ‘‘Even if it was supposed 
to be a 10-fall match—you’d need 
only six, not seven falls to win it. 
Why seven?”’ 

‘*That’s acrock,”’ said Sonny King 
about Tanaka’s claim. **Pometti was 
there when we signed the contract. 
He reads English—or is he Japanese 
too?” 

**T don’t know what he’s complain- 
ing about,’’ added Monsoon. “*It was

sion with Fugi—in Japanese—while 
Pometti looked on trying to figure out 
what was going on.

He had intended to whip Fugi into 
a corner, but when he lost his balance 
he sent him into a daze.

with him. Powerful Toru put on a 
Japanese version of the sleeper hold 
that sent Gorilla into dreamland.

When Gorilla 
was recovered, he thanked Mr. Fugi 
for his friend’s sleeper hold by 
delivering a chop to Fugi’s neck that 
gave him visions of what it was like 
when the guillotine was at its hey-dey 
in France.

flew to Detroit’a few days later and 
met Bruiser. 

“Pd never met him _ personally,” 
Bruno explained. “This was the first 
time. He’s a great guy.” 

Bruiser proved to be a great part- 
ner for Bruno. Their first few team 
efforts saw them wipe the mat with 
their opponents. This-seemed to be 
the perfect team. After beating team 
after team, Bruiser wanted a shot at 
the W.W.A. title tag team. 

“This is where some troubles 
could’ve set into our relationship.” 
Bruiser noted. “Bruno wrestles in 


other areas, N.W:A.. W.W.W.F. 
and Grand Prix. As a matter of fact, 
he holds the Grand Prix tag team 
title along with Edouard Carpentier. 
1 didn’t think he’d want to be tied 
down with another title. That would 
limit his traveling.”

time! The less talking you do, the 
better, at least until the ambulance 
gets here.”’

The strength of a 1 mammoth n man n and the mind of 
a child. That’s the combination that makes up 
Ivan Putski. How Ivan got that way is the subject 
of Dr. Manfred E. Wilson's latest analysis — an 
analysis that explains Ivan Putski as he’s never 


been looked at before

student of wrestling. He has found 
that wrestlers make excellent clinical 
studies. Dr. Wilson, as you might re- 
call, authored the award-winning 
study of John Tolos a few years ago, 
after Tolos blinded Freddie Blassie. 
In articles written exclusively for 
THE WRESTLER and INSIDE 
WRESTLING, Dr. Wilson has 
analyzed some of the most contro- 
versial stars of the sport, including 
George Steele and Freddie Blassie. In 
this report Dr. Wilson draws some 
remarkable conclusions about one of 
the sport's most puzzling individuals 
— IVAN PUTSKI! 


HE CURIOUS CASE of Ivan 

Putski, the overgrown man 
with the mind of a child, is compli- 
cated by so many outside considera- 
tions. He is truly a product of his 
environment, 

Ivan Putski was. born and raised in 
Poland. At the time, Poland was 
recovering slowly from World War 
Il and learning unhappily to live 
under Russain domination. The polish 
people were sad and beaten down, 
There were few adults who were 
proud and full of vitality. 

Putski grew up without a strong 
adult figure to respect and admire. 
Children, unaware of how world 


events were shaping the lives of’ 


their parents. were the only ones 
who were enjoying themselves. As 
such, many Polish children looked at 
the adults around them and became 
terrified of growing older. For them, 
being an adult meant being miserable. 

Ivan, being large for his size. was 
placed in a very difficult position. 
He was expected to act like an adult 
betore the others, 

“You're bigger than the others,” 
people would tell poor Ivan, “and 
must learn to behave yourself. You're 
too big to act like a child. You 
must learn to be an adult.” 

To be an adult in Ivan’s childish

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mind was a fate worse than death: 
It meant that for some unknown 
reason he could no longer be happy. 
Because of his size. which he could 
not control, Ivan was having his 
happiness taken away from him. 
As most psychiatrists will tell you, 
a scared child will build up de- 
fenses to combat things he doesn’t 
understand. He doesn’t do it pur- 
posely, ‘but if the situation isn’t 
corrected quickly it gets worse and 
worse. 
Putski soon learned that people 
expected him to behave like an 
adult because of his size. Therefore, 
the child had to figure some way 
for the adults to stop considering 
him too big for a child. Since he 
couldn't control his body. he decided 
to control his mind. 
Since adults had told him long ago 
that he was too old for certain toys 
he sought’ out these toys and began 
playing with them in front of the 
adults. 
There must have been many stormy 
scenes while the adults demanded 
that Ivan give up the toys. It shows 
how scared the young child must 
have been that he could resist their 
demands and continue to behave 
with such immaturity. No matter how 
much pressure was put on the child, 
he retained his childishness. 
However, every child needs some 
parental approval. Ivan Was 
afraid of getting too much approval,

but needed some of it. His size had 
always gained him compliments, so he 
continued to develop his athletic 
prowess. 

However, he was very sensitive to 
how much approval he should get 
before they would demand _ things 
from him. Subconsciously, he there- 
fore made sure his mind would de- 
velop less and less as his body de- 
veloped more and more. He felt he 
was safe only as long as he was 
treated like a child. 

But the natural athlete in Putski 
demanded he reach his-full potential. 
rherefore. the mind of Ivan Putski 
developed less and less. He had to 
remain a'child to survive. 

Since his mind was that of a child, 
he never learned that being an 
adult could be a wonderful ex- 
‘perience. He has developed a’ fear 
of responsibility that has crippled his

: emotional development. Until some- 
thing happens that makes him want 
Like any child, Putski is happiest to be an adult, he will remain a child 
when playing with his toys (above in his mind. 
and above right). But if anybody ‘Therefore, it is only natural that he 
tries to steal his toys he winds must establish some way to be treated 
up like JoJo, Hank James’ valet, as an adult without being an adult, 
did (below) when he tried it. His professional wrestling career is 
perfect for this. He is held in awe 
for his incredible strength and 
skill while he is forced to accept no 
responsibilities, 

All the responsibilities an adult 
would have to suffer through, such 
as contracts, taxes, and investments, 
these things are all taken care of by 
Ivan’s manager. All he has to do is 
get in the ring and wrestle. All else 
is taken care of for him. 

His inability to speak. English is an 
obvious symptom of his malady, 
which is technically named “retro- 
gression.” As long as he is unable 
to communicate with adults he will 
not be considered an adult. He will 
not speak English until he can be 
cured of his neurosis. 

This does not necessarily mean that 
Ivan does not understand English. 
His intelligence is obvious when 
he wrestles. It would not surprise 
me to find that Ivan can understand 
a little English and, with people he 
trusts absolutely, actually talks in 
a halting pidgeon English. Do not 
misunderstand. Ivan Putski enjoys 
being a child. Every small child 
would like to be as powerful as an 
adult and Ivan is more powerful 
than adults. He is currently living 
the ultimate child fantasy. It would 


take a great deal for him to want to 
give that up. | cannot foresee any- 
thing in the near future which would 
give him the desire or need to assume 
adult responsibilities. 

This leads us to the question of 
how long’ can Ivan Putski continue 
to hide in a child’s world? That 
depends on a number of outside 
considerations, 

The first and most important con- 
sideration. is what kind of world 
other adults show to him. If the 
adults seem happy and fulfilled, there 
is a chance Ivan will want to become 
a happy adult. If the adults seem 
unhappy, then there will be no reason 
for Ivan to want to join their world. 

The second consideration is Ivan 
himself. He is obviously a fine athlete 
and will want to perfect his abilities. 
As this requires more and more 
subtle thinking, he may find the 
child’s mind too great a burden 
under which he has to labor. He may 
become an adult simply to become a 
more dangerous wrestler. — 

Lastly, he may need to become an 
adult to enjoy the fruits of his labors. 
As he makes more money he will 
want to buy more than toys. When 
he discovers the better things in 
life, he may see some of the ad- 
vantages of being an adult. 

Ivan Putski is an extraordinary 
psychological case. He is a man 
whose astonishing physical  de- 
velopment forces him to hide in the 
mind of a child. Let us hope he de- 
cides to accept adult responsibility 
before it is thrust upon him. Oo

terrible risks 


HE FABULOUS MOOLAH 
engages in her favorite hob- 
by when she isn’t proving to other 
wrestlers who is the World Cham- 
pion Lady Wrestler. Dressed in a 
frilly housecoat, Moolah, in the 
backyard of her $100,000 South 
Carolina mansion, was puttering 
around in her rose garden when 
the telephone rang. She picked up 
the extension phone on a table 
besides her huge swimming pool. 
“Moolah? This is Julie Strong- 
bow in Los Angeles.” Moolah 
squirmed at the idea that her long- 
time friend didn’t recognize his 
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voice. 

“So I was expecting Tony Cur- 
tis.” She snapped. “What a let- 
down.” 

“T got no time for jokes,” Julie 
growled. “I got a great idea.” 

“Some of your great ideas are 
jokes,” Moolah wisecracked and 
then, instantly, she said, “Sorry, 
old pal. Sometimes my sense of 
humor gets the best of me.” 

“Thank gawd it never does 
when you're wrestling, or you 
wouldn't still be champ,” Strong- 
bow said. “In fact, maybe if you 
go along with this idea of mine 


you'll Jose your title,” Julie nee- 
dled. “Maybe we should just for- 
get it, for your sake.” 

“Oh, is that so!” Julie’s remark 
stung Moolah’s pride, just as he 
had calculated it would. 

As Julie well knows, outside the 
ring Moolah is the most charming 
Southern belle since Vivien Leigh 
played Scarlett O'Hara in Gone 
With The Wind, just so long as 
you don’t make funnies about her 
wrestling ability or the two world 
championships she holds so 
proudly—the world singles and ~ 
world tag-team championships. 


She displays the gold and dia- 
mond studded championship belts 
alongside the Confederate flag in 
the great hall of her palatial 
home, and she considers the three 
emblems sacred. Anyone de- 
meaning them had better be pre- 
pared to take a beating! 

Julie chuckled, “Lucky for me 
I’m three thousand miles away.” 
But Moolah’s sense of humor had 
returned. “So what’s your great 
idea, oh Brainy One? And how 
much money will it pay me?” 

“You get the point right away,” 
Julie needled. “You knew I was 
calling to make a match.” 

Moolah scoffed. “That’s the on- 
ly kind of date you’d ever think 
to make.” But her sarcasm was 
drowned in the torrent of words 
as Julie outlined his big idea. 

“Listen, baby,” he said. “You 
and me are gonna fill the Olympic 
Auditorium.

“We'll hold the greatest girls’ 
match ever made, and with your 
title on the line we can’t lose— 
at least, I can’t.” 

“Bully for you,” Moolah said. 
“But who’s the girl that’s got such 
a chance to beat me the fans will 
fill the Olympic?” 

“Donna Christantello and 
Kathy O’Day,” Strongbow an- 
swered. 

“Oh, great!” Moolah said caus- 
tically. “Now I’m so Fabulous, it 
takes two of ’em to beat me!” 

“You know darn well I’m talk- 
ing about a tag-team match,” Julie 
said, exasperated. “You and Toni 
Rose defend your title against 
them.” 

Moolah snorted contemptuous- 
ly. “Tony and I can beat those two 
with our hands tied behind our 
backs. But it’s okay with me, if 
it’s okay with Toni— provided we 
get the kind of money guarantee 
we need. 

“You'll get it,” Julie assured, 
“because the fans and everybody 
else think they'll beat the hell out 
of you!” He hung up amidst a tor- 
rent of strong language from 
Moolah. 

“You get us those two,” she 
shouted into the now dead phone. 
“We'll murder both of ’em!” 

Julie located Toni Rose in

Mexico City and similarly needled 
her into the match against Chris- 
tantello and Kathy O’Day. Al- 
though he had pricked the pride 
of the co-champions to get them 
to accept the match, Strongbow 
honestly believed that the bout 
would fill the Olympic Auditor- 
ium because the challengers had 
a strong chance to win the title. 
Donna Christantello, one of the 
most skillful of all girl wrestlers 
and Kathy O’Day, one of the 
strongest, had built up a gigantic 
following at the Olympic by beat- 


ing everybody. They had become 
so good, in fact, that Strongbow 
took the precaution of signing 
them to a contract to defend their 
title for him, if they licked Moo- 
lah: and Rose. 

The match was made for last 
May 15th, and Toni Rose and the 
Fabulous Moolah, finally realizing 
they had a serious challenge on 
their hands, went into rigorous 
training. As Moolah explained it, 
“Rose gardening is strictly for 
ladies. And when I wrestle, I’m no 
lady.”

At the opening bell, Moo- 
lah leaped across the ring, grab- 
bed O’Day by her reddish curls 
and tried to fling her headfirst in- 
to the ring post. She got the sur- 
prise of her life. 

O'Day had seen her coming and 
planted her powerful legs firmly 
apart to meet the onslaught. Moo- 
lah couldn’t budge the big Irish 
girl. 

O’Day then exploded a right to 
Moolah’s stomach which doubled 
her up, and then Kathy rushed in 


for the kill. Lifting the champion 
above her head, she smashed her 
to the floor and pounced at her, 
knees-first, to score a quick pin. 
At least Kathy thought it was a 
quick pin. Moolah rolled out of 
the way and tagged Toni Rose, 
who then climbed into the ring to 
relieve Moolah. 

Confident because of her great 
strength, O’Day tried to slug it out 
with Rose, but the wily co-cham- 
pion grabbed O’Day’s powerful 
right arm in a hammerlock and,

After all, I can’t blame all the TV 
stations for wanting to brighten up 
their studios with pure beauty! 

‘*Anyway, I was saying what I 
thought, and was discussing the state 
of the world and all the wars between 
nations.

**The Infernos did wrestle here and 
were involved ina very bloody match 
with two of Japan’s wrestlers,’’ he 
reported. *“They were taken to a hos- 
pital. The next day | called to find 
out their condition and I was given 
a real runaround. When I went to 
the place later-on in the day, there 
was no word of their whereabouts. 
So, to check out the rumors of their 
death, | inquired at the morgue. They 
had several male bodies that died the 
night before but they refused to give 
me any more information.” 

If Dykes would confide in anyone, 
it'd probably be the team he’s cur- 
rently managing, along with The 
Super Infernos, Don and John 
Fargo. We asked them, but like Toshi 
in Japan, we got a verbal runaround. 

*“‘Why talk about them,’’ Don 
questioned, ‘‘when in front of you 
stand the Fabulous Fargos, the team 
that has strategy, perserverence, 
agility, guts...’ and he went on and 
on. It seemed to us they might be 
in on Dykes’ secret. 

Well, one more try. We'd seen the 
Infernos dozens of times. However, 
we’ ve never seen the Super Infernos. 
So we took a trip to the Amarillo, 
Texas Sports Arena where they were 
wrestling against Ricky Romero and 
Nick Kozak. 

As usual, Dykes interfered in the 
match. Dory Funk Sr., a good friend 
of both Kozak and Romero, helped 
on their end by bloodying Dykes and 
stripping his clothes, the same way 
he did with Hank James just a few 
months ago. ‘ 

Getting back to the main point. 
After seeing the Super Infernos 
we're inclined to think these are not 
the same team. One of them does 
look a bit heavier. The other could 
be one of the original team. Dory 
Funk Sr. agrees. 

“I’m certain the smaller man was 
with Dykes before,’ he said, ‘‘but 
that other guy just doesn’t wrestle 
the same way I remember. This guy’s 
much more violent. He's got a lot 
more power in his kicks and punches. 
Il know—he gave me one in the 
stomach and I’m still feeling it.’’ 

Every wrestler has to be checked 
by a doctor before he wrestles. So, 


being the curious detectives we are, 
we found the arena doctor and ques- 
tioned him. 

““T never thought of it,” he said. 
“‘Now, come to think of it, there was 
a difference. One of the guys used 
to have a rapid heartbeat, steady, but 
rapid. I didn’t notice it this time. But 
that doesn’t mean it’s not the same 
guy. A rapid heartbeat could be 
decreased with the proper medical 
assistance. It wouldn't keep him 
from wrestling.” 

Another blind alley. What next? 
The Infernos themselves! But how 
could we get past Dykes? 

Sneakily, one of our reporters 
called Dykes and asked him to meet 
him at a restaurant for a luncheon 
interview. The Infernos, who were 
staying at the same hotel as J. C., 
would be unguarded. 

We went to the hotel and found 
out where Dykes was registered. He 
had three rooms—404, 405, and 406. 

When we knocked at 404, there 
was no answer. That must’ve been 
Dykes’ room. Then we went to 405. 
We knocked. 

“‘Go away. No talk without mana- 
ger.’ We heard a key turn on the 
inside of the door and that was that. 
However, there was one other room 
where the other Inferno was staying. 
We knocked. The door opened! 

Standing in front of us was a 
masked Inferno! He was wearing a 
shirt and had ona pair of jeans. Man, 
were we surprised when he invited 
us in! But to our chagrin, when we 
got into the plush suite, Dykes was 
there! 

**Thought your little trick would 
fool me, didn’t you,”’ he gloated. *‘I 
knew you people were in town and 
I’m used to your trickery. I didn’t 
fall for it.

As Heenan crawled 
beneath the bottom rope to get 
away from Bruiser, a beer bottle 
came flying out of the crowd and 
cut Bobby’s cheek. This distract- 
ed Bruiser momentarily—and 
while his back was turned, Lanza 
grabbed him from behind to take 
the second fall. 

Seething for revenge, Bruiser 
had to be restrained in his corner 
until the bell for the third fall 
rang. When it did, he charged 
madly across the ring into his op- 
ponent’s corner. It was a mistake! 

Bruiser got out of the corner— 
but with a long gash in his fore- 
head. Holding his head to stop the 
blood, he rolled out of the ring. 
He came up behind Lanza and 
Heenan, in their own corner, af- 
ter seemingly stooping to pick 
something up off the floor. Vault- 
ing over the ropes, he grabbed 
Heenan in a headlock and smash- 
ed his fist into Bobby’s face. 

Blood seemed to spurt from 20 
different openings on Heenan’s 
face, which was now a mass of 
cuts and bruises. Lanza wasn’t 
spared either. Bruiser, still bleed- 
ing badly from his own cuts, grab- 
bed Blackjack in the corner and, 
with his back to the referee, be- 
gan working him over. When they 
emerged from the corner, Lanza, 


“Tt neriaily wasn't me 
who did it,” says Bruiser, 


too, was bleeding fiercely. 

It appeared as if a riot would 
break out as another beer bottle 
came crashing into the ring. Wise- 
ly, the referee disqualified all 
three wrestlers, In the dressing 
rooms, the ring physician had to 
do emergency surgery. 

Heenan’s face looked like chop- 
ped meat. More than 34 stitches 
were taken. Bruiser had a 14- 
stitch head wound almost down 
to the bone, while Lanza was gash- 
ed over both eyes and on his nose. 

Heenan and Lanza claimed that 
Bruiser had used a piece of barb- 
ed wire. How else, they asked, 
could they have been cut up so 
badly?

became the butt of every joke, the 
object of every bully. | tried to tell 
myself I didn’t mind because I was 
going to become a famous musician 
while these other kids would spend 
their lives in the fields. But deep 
down inside I would have given any- 
thing to just once beat up one of those 
bullies.”” 

As the years went by, things 
remained pretty much the same for 
Chris. There was only one differ- 
ence. 

*““My music teacher told me I 
would never be good enough to play 
with the symphony. After all the 
money my mother had spent on les- 
sons, I was afraid to tell her. It would 
break her heart. It was then I decided 
to become an athlete.”’ 

Chris, of course, told no one. Had 
he done so, he would’ve been

laughed out of town. But he sent 
away for a set of weights to begin 
his dream of becoming an athlete. 

“In Yugoslavia, weightlifting is a 
very big sport, like baseball is here,”’ 
he said. ““There are magazines for 
that just like there are magazines for 
baseball or wrestling in this country. 
I began buying the weightlifting 
magazines and sent away for some 
equipment. I didn’t have nickel to 
pay for it, so on the day it arrived, 
I sold my violin. 

‘*When I told my folks what I did 
I thought they’d kill me. As it was 
they didn’t speak to me at all for a 
few weeks. Finally, my music 


teacher told them the truth—that 
they were just wasting their money 
because I’d never be good enough. 
When they heard that they felt bet- 
ter—but they still couldn't figure out 


why I bought the weights. You can’t 
make money being a_ weightlif- 
ter—even in Yugoslavia.”’ 

No, you can’t. But you can 
become strong enough to qualify for 
the Olympic team—and that’s what 
Chris did. 

“If you think I practiced with the 
violin,’’ he laughed, ‘‘you should see 
how I practiced with the weights. I 
was a madman. I lifted until I’d 
drop—and then I'd lift again. I don’t 
recommend what I did—but then 
again, I got a late start.” 

‘Chris néver did settle his score 
with the bullies simply because he 
had no time. But as his muscles began 
to bulge, the rougher kids stayed 
away from him. And shortly after the 
Olympics, by which time he was 
already a hero in his village, he began 
training to be a wrestler. 

“*[t wasn’t much different from 
today,”’ he recalled. **! still work out 
with weights for at least an hour each 
day, a habit I carried over from my 
youth.” 

A few years later, Chris was a con- 


tender for the European champion- | 


ship. : 

“IT was the Yugoslavian champ- 
ion,’ he recalls, ‘‘but my parents had 
never once seen me wrestle. So on 
the night I was to wrestle for the 
European championship, | pleaded 
with my parents to attend. They said 
it was ‘foolishness’ because they 
didn’t much care for my wrestling. 
But when they heard the people 
cheering me—I think they changed 
their minds. 

“I won the title that night, but what 
I remember most of all is my parents 
coming into my dressing room after 
it was over. A reporter for a sports 
paper went over to my mother and 
said *Y ou must be very proud of your 
son.’ 

‘**T am proud,’ she told him calmly, 
‘but if he’d have listened to us and 
become a concert violinist—then 
we’d REALLY be proud!’”’ 

Chris still chuckles when he tells 
that story. Shortly afterwards, he 
emigrated to North America and 
became a top wrestling star. 

“‘But no matter how well I do,” 
Markoff laughs, ‘‘to my parents I’ll 

~always be the son who was stupid 
enough to sell a violin so he could 
buy aset of barbells. You see, I don’t 
think they ever really believed my 
music teacher when he told them I 
wasn’t good enough to ever get to 
play with the symphony orchestra.”’
